The Zionists are not really much inter- 
ested in the East-West cold war.

There was no 
act of treason, treachery, duplicity, or sell- 
out which our ratty politicians were not 
prepared to commit against us. Only one 
thing prevented them. Russia coldly reject- 
ed the merger. Russia chose to continue 
the East-West cold war. Russia refused to 
accept the world system envisioned by the 
American-Jewish ruling class.

civilization of Europe as did the Hun and 
Goth, the visigoth and vandal of old.” Sea- 
man wrote this in his book “Through Man- 
churia with the Japanese,” during the Russo- 
Japanese War of 1904-1905. Already, even 
then, the western nations were playing the 
same game Nixon is playing today, setting 
Asian nations against Russia in the east. 

On March 6, 1856, Comm. M. C. Perry, 
U.S.N., said in a speech before the American 
Geographical and Statistical Society: ‘“‘The 
last act of the drama is yet to be unfolded.

Frame-Up in Butler, Alabama 


Common Sense Goes to Butler 
For Study of Black Warfare

BUTLER, Alabama is a thriving commu- 
nity ranking fifth in the State in per capita 
income.. Butler is the county seat of Choc- 
taw County situated on the fringe of the 
Black Belt in central western side of Ala- 
bama bordering the State of Mississippi. 
Timber is “King? and the many by- 
products provide the industrious people 
with modern facilities in community cul- 
tures. There are beautiful homes, updated 
hospitalization, the telephone system of to- 
morrow, public schools second to none, well 
kept streets, and an affluent church life. 
There are fewer dilapidated automobiles 
touring the county than the usual run-of-af- 
fairs; notably, the black community shares 
in the new modern transportation and new 
housing. Talk with the “old timers” on re- 
ligion and you hear a fundamental discus- 
sion on evangelism. This imbued legacy is 
the heritage from the pioneering spirit, and, 
where a man’s word is his bond. 

Butler has recently been plagued with 
political sniper warfare, infused agitation 
from a neighboring county where blacks fill 
elected offices, a black sheriff with two 
black. deputies, and the black probate judge 
appeared in a Choctaw County Negro 
church urging blacks to boycott the schools 
and merchants. Apart from the black dem- 
onstrators, the black traffic in Butler was 
limited to paying utility bills, and converg- 
ing on the Welfare Depot where Food 
Stamps have become a way-of-life. Earlier, 
in a heated confrontation, the County Of- - 
ficials, objecting to a Federalized welfare 
program within the county, had been told 
by OEO officials, “Youre gonna get faod 
stamps whether you want them or not, you 
have no alternative.” Thus, this federalized 
dictation makes Butler, Alabama a Butler, 
U.S.A., viz-a-viz, the breadth of the land 
becomes totally federalized socialization. 

Sieged by thirteen weeks of black picket- 
ing and the growing storm of resentment, 
tensions, and incommunicable relations, 
along with a stalemated law-and-order cur- 
riculum, white citizens tiring of the abuse 
and the interference by Negroes affecting 
the norm of routine, began a zig-zag traffic 
through the picket lines to attend to neces- 
sary business, A white woman on a mission 
for medical supplies with her mother and 
two babies parked their car on the court- 
house square, attended to her purchases, 
returned to her car, but, she was prohibited 
by the blacks from leaving the area.
